$3600, a year ago, for a spec 
consultant, who said that there 
‘was not enough room at the St, 
Thomas site for a public library. 
He pointed out, graphically and 
otherwise, the need for additional 
space for the parking of cars, 

The Board of Trustees, last 
Thursday, in their meeting, ig- 
nored the recommendations ofthat 


Trustees it turned out that the Town 
Crier had misunderstood a point 
in previous discussions, 

The Permanent Building Com- 
mittee is to be the organization 
which will name the architect for 
the Library, 

The Trustees have prepared a 
list of six architects, experienced 
in brary construction, which they 
are sending to the PBC, and they 
are hoping that one of these six 
will be chosen, The chairman of 
the Board of Trustees remarked on 
the ‘bitter feeling of several years 
ago when the Trustees wishes on 
that point were ignored, and hoped 
it would not happen again, 

On the question of a Library 
Consultant the Trustees are un~ 
animously in favor of hiring one, 
and want $1000 for the purpose, 

The cost of the Library? They 
voted to ask the town for the sum 
of $500,000,
